developers for 

“sustainable transport 
facilities”. These include 
pedestrian and cycle 
routes.

T he planning 
application to 
develop 

Darren Earm was 
approved by the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
planning committee 
on January 14; a 
proposed motion to 
defer the decision, 
until the LDP 
Examination 
Inspector had ruled 
on inclusion of the 
site in the LDP, was 
defeated. 

The Vale Council has 
gone to considerable 
lengths to comply with 
its obligations on public 
consultation in the LDP 
process. Residents have 
responded 

enthusiastically on the 
issue of Darren Farm, 
with over 200 


representations and a 
petition with over 1,500 
signatures in December 
2013 opposing the 
proposed LDP 
allocation (and a similar 
number in February 
2015 opposing the 
premature CFG 
planning application). 

The LDP 

representations together 
with all other LDP 
documents were 
submitted by the council 
to the Welsh 
Government and 
Planning Inspectorate 
on July 24, 2015 for 
independent 
examination by the 
Inspector. 

However, this 
consultation process has 
been subjugated by this 
pre-emptive approval of 
the application last 
week by the planning 
committee, based on a 


seriously flawed 
planning officers’ report 
and the recommendation 
to approve. 

This hasty and ill- 
conceived decision to 
bypass the Welsh 
Government LDP 
process was totally 
unwarranted, because 
Welsh Water have ruled 
that the housing part of 
the proposed 
development cannot be 
implemented until 
March 2018, when their 
Cowbridge sewage and 
waste water facility is 
due to be upgraded. 

The LDP Inspector is 
due to consider the 
Darren Farm allocation 
at his Hearing Session 8 
on Wednesday, March 2. 

This premature 
approval subjugates and 
undermines this Hearing 
Session and the 
subsequent 


considerations and 
decisions on this subject 
by the Inspector. 

It bypasses the final 
stages of the LDP and 
the democratic rights of 
the residents to have 
their representations 
considered by the 
appointed LDP 
Inspector, which should 
take place before any 
action is taken by the 
council on the issues 
involved. 

January 14 was a sad 
day for the residents of 
Cowbridge whose 
representations have 
been subverted and a 
sad day for democratic 
rights in the Vale of 
Glamorgan planning 
process.

‘Street CCTV should be 
for police fighting crime’ 


I WANT to express concern 
and surprise following 
your report - ^Labour 
woman councillor hits out at 
Tory^s post-it prank’, The 
GEM, January 14. 

I have little interest in the 
‘prank’ or the behaviour of the 
two political activists, but that is 
not what surprised me about the 
story. 

Readers will recall the incident 
involved a Post-it note placed on 
Coun Burnett’s car windscreen 
saying ‘penalty charge notice’. 
Coun Burnett is quoted in the 
GEM article saying: “/? was 
interesting to see on the CCTV 
footage, Ross England ...”. 

I expressed some concern on 
social media that she should be 
allowed to view street CCTV: 
councillors having access to look 
at CCTV footage to trace a third 
party who they object to, has a 
whiff of Big Brother about it. 

Why not report it to the police, 
if they feel something is wrong? 


I understand there is a legal 
right to request a copy of your 
own image, but third party 
images must be masked.

Coun Burnett replied to my 
concern on social media by 
saying she “did not review the 
footage”; on the face of it, 
contradicting her reported quotes 
in The GEM and other news 
media. 

I feel strongly about any 
wrongful use of CCTV and I 
have made a formal complaint to 
the council, which I may follow 
up with a letter to the Information 
Commissioner’s office.

Archdruid, he 
was undoubtedly one of 
the most flamboyant and 
romantic characters in 
Welsh history.

He went into exile in 
Prance because of his 
involvement in the 
Chartist Newport 
uprising of 1839 and 
returned to Wales seven 
months later. Calling his 
first son lesu Grist 
(Jesus Christ), Price 
claimed he was a druidic 
messiah. He cremated 
the child after its death 
aged just five months. 

The landmark court 
case led to the passing of 
the Cremation Act in 
1902. He fathered 
illegitimate children with 
a housekeeper 60 years 
his junior and died 
sipping a glass of 
champagne at the age of 
92.

There are many other conditions 
relating to flooding and infrastructure 
issues. 

However, one that has sparked 
debate is that no one will be allowed to 
live in any dwellings until March 
2018, because Welsh Water will not 
permit this until the Llanblethian 
Sewerage Pumping Station and the 
Cowbridge Waste Treatment Works 
have been upgraded. 

The builders can go ahead and 
build before that date, but no one can 
move in. Chris Pearce, the co¬ 
ordinator of the Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian Residents Group, writes 
in today’s paper (page 2) saying that 
because of the water and sewerage 
issue, there was no reason to make 
decision last week. 

He says he is very disappointed 
that a motion to defer the decision 
was defeated at the planning 
committee, describing it as a “hasty 
and ill-conceived decision to bypass 
the Welsh Government LDP 
process”. 

He adds: “The LDP Inspector is 
due to consider the Darren Farm 
allocation on Wednesday, March 2. 

“This premature approval 
subjugates and undermines this 
Hearing Session and the subsequent 
considerations and decisions on this 
subject by the inspector. 

“It bypasses the final stages of the 
LDP and the democratic rights of the 
residents to have their 
representations considered by the 
appointed LDP Inspector, which 
should take place before any action 
is taken by the council on the issues 
involved. 

“January 14 was a sad day for the 
residents of Cowbridge, whose 
representations have been subverted 
and a sad day for democratic rights 
in the Vale of Glamorgan planning 
process.” 

Coun Geoff Cox and Coun Hunter 
Jarvie represent Cowbridge on the 
Vale Council. Coun Cox told The 
GEM that new planning rules meant 
that he could only speak for a 
maximum of three minutes. 

He pointed out that in 2003, the 
planning inspectorate refused an 


appeal to build 145 houses in Darren 
Farm, noting that on this occasion it 
was opposed by the Vale Council. 

Coun Cox said: “These objections 
for 145 houses are still valid and 
magnified with this proposal for 475 
houses. 

“I complained at that inquiry on 
flooding issues, having chaired two 
public meetings following flooding 
at Westgate from water flowing from 
Darren Farm.” 

Coun Cox said he also raised the 
point that, as residents in the 
development were unlikely to walk 
or cycle into the town centre, 
because of the distance and gradient, 
there would be a net increase in 
traffic through the town centre - 
even allowing for the effect of the 
link road. 

He added: “Roads in Cowbridge 
are already gridlocked at times, and 
there are insufficient car parking 
spaces. The development we are 
discussing today is not sustainable 
and with no infrastructure 
improvements, the viability of 
Cowbridge will be reduced. 

“Finally, this is a greenfield site, 
described as such in the LDP. there 
are no significant reasons why it 
should be considered as suitable for 
development.” 

Coun Chris Franks, Plaid leader on 
the Vale Council said that he was 
horrified by the “cavalier” action of 
the council. 

He said: “There are 37 outstanding 
issues that have to be agreed by 
officers but the planning committee 
still pressed ahead with the 
permission. 

“I raised the issue of flooding and 
surface water run off. I was staggered 
to think that the houses will be served 
by soakaways. This is something that 
has been avoided for generations by 
drainage engineers. 

“Plaid Cymru disputes the need for 
so many houses in the Vale. In fact 
Welsh Government own statistics have 
shown the proposed number of houses 
is far in excess of the need. 

“Then there’s the unspecified 
scheme to separate foul and rain water 
from the existing sewage system 
serving Cowbridge. No details were 
provided. This is not good planning.”

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Mystery of what happened to Danilo has 
been solved... now grandson plans visit to Wales 


A young Serbian 
man is hoping to 
travel in the 
footsteps of his 
grandfather to 
Wales - in the hope 
of visiting 
Pontypridd where 
his grandfather 
spent the final 
years of his life. 

In October 2014, 

The GEM told the 
story of Slobodan 
Erdeljan (25) who was 
appealing to the people 
of south Wales to help 
him find out what had 
happened to his long 
lost grandfather, who 
fled a civil conflict 
many years earlier 

Slobodan’s 
grandfather, Danilo 
Ljubenko, had travelled 
to London and then on 
to Wales during the 
Second World War. 


When The GEM 
orginally publicised 
Slobodan’s appeal, he 
explained: “My 
grandfather escaped to 
London from Belgrade 
when World War Two 
started and after that 
the family lost contact 
with him. 

“The family received 
a letter, and the address 
on the envelope 
referred to a street in 
south Wales - Howell 
Street in Pontypridd.” 

Over the years, the 
family received 
infrequent letters from 
Pontypridd - and then 
they stopped. Slobodan 
suspected, but could 
not be certain, that his 
grandfather had died. 

He appealed in The 
GEM for information 
and has received 
responses from people 
who knew his 
grandfather. 


One said that Mr 
Ljubenko was “a very 
gentle person, a lovely 
man” and known in 
Pontypridd as ‘Danny’. 
Danilo died in 1985 
from an industrial 
disease after working 
as a miner. Slobodan 
thinks Danilo he had 
stayed in a hostel when 
he first arrived in south 
Wales and later lived as 
a tenant with Betty and 
Eric Jones at Howell 
Street, Cilfynydd, 
Pontypridd. 

Danilo Ljubenko 
was born on September 
12, 1924, in Orasje, 
which is in the north 
east of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

Slobodan explained: 
“Back then - and until 
1929 - it was called the 
Kingdom of Serbs,

I CHAPMAN I 

Croats and Slovenes. 
Then the name was 
changed to Kingdom of 
Yugoslavia. Although 
Orasje is in today’s 
Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Danilo 
was Serb by 
nationality.” 

Slobodan said his 
grandfather’s sudden 
departure and the 
silence that followed it 
caused the family great 
anguish. 

“My parents, but 
especially my 
grandmother, always 
wondered what 
happened to him. The 
thing is we’ve always 
been quite a modest 
family so we were 


never in a position to 
investigate or research 
what became of him, 
and where he might be. 
He escaped from 
Belgrade at the time of 
the Second World War. 

“The reason was 
possibly because 
during that period, in 
the former Yugoslavia, 
there were two sides: 
chetniks, who were for 
the king, and partizans, 
the communists. 

“My grandfather was 
for the king, and since 
at the time it wasn’t 
safe, he escaped, and 
they were doing many 
things that he did not 
want to be a part of. 

“His departure was 
quite sudden. He was 
working in a small 
workshop, and my 
grandmother was 


working in a factory. 
Danilo went in to say 
goodbye to my 
grandmother, hugged 
her, and didn’t say 
much - just that he had 
to leave. 

“Then he borrowed a 
horse and cart from his 
boss and headed for the 
border. When he got 
there he paid a guy to 
take it all the way 
back. 

“I don’t think he 
stayed too long in 
London. The oldest 
letter that we have was 
sent from Wales in 
1960.”

Flu on the rise - warning 


HEALTH officials are urging 
the public to do all they can to 
protect themselves and stop the 
spread of flu, as recent figures 
show cases of the illness are 
rising in Wales. 

Visits to GPs, hospital admissions 
and admissions to intensive care units 
of confirmed cases of influenza (flu) 
have all increased across Wales in the 
last few weeks. The most recent 
figures (as of first week of January 
2016) show that 51 patients have been 
confirmed to have flu since October 
2015, when the first case was 


diagnosed, and nine of these cases 
have been admitted to intensive care 
units in Wales. 

Over 2,400 people have also visited 
their GP with flu like symptoms in 
Wales already this winter. All age- 
groups have been affected, although 
young children, the elderly and adults 
with chronic conditions are 
particularly vulnerable. 

Public Health Wales is urging those 
in ‘at risk’ groups that it’s not too late 
to get their free flu vaccine to protect 
themselves against the illness, and for 
all those with symptoms to take 
measures to prevent the spread of flu.

‘No public meeting 
on council merger’ —

THE BBC TV presenter Lucy 
Owen will be fronting a 
programme next Monday 
(January 25, 8.30pm, BBC 1 
Wales) that tackles a modern 
Welsh education dilemma. 

She and her husband Rhodri live in 
Cowbridge and will have to decide in 
two years whether their son Gabriel 
should go to a Welsh or English- 
medium secondary school. 

It’s a dilemma familiar to parents 
across Wales but it’s dividing Lucy 
and her Welsh-speaking husband 
Rhodri like never before. 

Neither anticipated how passionate 
they’d feel about the choice they need 
to make. 

Their son Gabriel is thriving at a 
Welsh-medium primary and Dad’s 
keen for him to carry on learning in 
Welsh. 

But Lucy, who’s really struggled to 
learn the language over the years, 
fears that sending her son to a Welsh- 
medium secondary school will mean 
she won’t be able to support him or 
be involved in his education. 

Lucy told The GEM: “I grew up in 
Dinas Powys and Welsh wasn’t a big 
part of my life, while Rhodri spoke it 
at home. 

“Sending Gabriel to a Welsh- 
medium primary school was a given, 
but we had never spoken about 
secondary school, and we were both 
surprised how we felt about it. 

“Lor Rhodri, it was a case of 
‘Everything’s going well, why 
change?’ but I felt that I wouldn’t be 
able to help Gabriel with his 
education as he moved through 
secondary school.” 

The particular schools that Rhodri 
and Lucy will have to choose 
between are not featured in the 
programme. Lucy’s enquiries look at 
the issue in general, and she speaks to 


people who have been through it and 
made their own decisions. 

Lucy said: “I spoke to two non 
Welsh-speaking parents whose 
children had attended Welsh-medium 
primary and secondary schools, and 
to a Welsh-speaking parent who 
preferred that his children should 
study at an English school.” 

Another concern of Lucy’s was 
about university - how Welsh 
medium pupils cope when they have 
to start studying and writing in 
English. 

Also, did universities regard 
Welsh-medium pupils as highly as 
those who had studied in English? 

Researching this issue led her to 
travel to Queen’s College, 

Cambridge, to seek the advice of 
Welsh rugby international Jamie 
Roberts, who went to a Cardiff Welsh 
medium secondary school and then 
had to do all his medical training in 
English. 

Welsh or English? Lucy Owen’s 
Big School Dilemma is part of BBC 
Wales’s How Wales Works season. 

Her research also moves into the 
scientific sphere, as a cognitive 
neuro-scientist talks about what 
happens to the brain when it learns 
two or more languages. 

Lucy concluded: “I think this 
programme covers a great deal of 
ground and I ended up speaking to 
different people who made different 
decisions. 

“It was quite a personal journey for 
me, and then I came home to report 
back to Rhodri.” 

Did they come to a decision? 
Viewers will have to wait for the 
programme to go out, but Gabriel is 
eight years old, so there could be 
three more years of debate ahead for 
Lucy and Rhodri!” 


SAYS THE PUBLIC 
SERVICES MINISTER 


CONSERVATIVES in 
the Vale want the 
Assembly’s Public 
Services Minister, 
Leighton Andrews, to 
come to a public 
meeting to talk about 
the plans to merge the 
Vale Council with 
Cardiff City Council, 
writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

The Conservatives have 
already made it plain that 
they intend to make this an 
election issue. Their 
Assembly candidate, Ross 
England, has said that he 
wants to spearhead a ‘Save 
the Vale’ campaign. 

However, when 

Andrew RT Davies AM, 
the Leader of the 
Conservatives in The 
Senedd, asked Leighton 
Andrews if he would 
engage in a public meeting 
to listen to the views of 
Vale residents first hand, 
the Public Services 
Minister declined. 

Mr Davies said: “I am 
hugely disappointed by 
the Public Services 
Minister’s refusal to meet 
with residents across 
Barry and the Vale who 
are rightly concerned that 
Welsh Labour’s plans will 
see the area swallowed up 
by Cardiff Council. 

“Communities across 
the Vale of Glamorgan are 
incredibly proud of the 
area and it is nothing short 


of appalling that a Labour 
Minister is intent on 
bullying through 

proposals without any 
engagement with local 
people. This is not what 
government should be 
about. 

“Equally worrying is 
Cardiff Council’s record 
of delivery, which has 
lacked leadership and been 
nothing short of appalling 
in recent times. 

“The Welsh 

Conservatives have been 
steadfast in our opposition 
to this absurd idea - we 
will fight to save the Vale 
- and next May will be a 
straight decision between 
Welsh Labour’s plan to 
abohsh it or our proposal 
to protect the Vale of 
Glamorgan.” 

A spokesman for the 
Public Services Mini ster 
said: “As the Minister 
made clear in the 


Assembly, he has already 
had many discussions with 
Coun Neil Moore, the 
leader of the Vale Council 
and he’s very pleased that 
we have a Labour 
administration in the Vale. 

“Should any public 
meeting on the subject 
take place in Barry it is 
important that the Tories 
come clean on their 
promised cuts to the local 
government budget - and 
the impact on people’s 
services and council tax. 

“A 12 per cent cut to 
local government, as 
promised by the Tories, 
would slash £18million 
from the Vale Council 
budget this year alone, 
erasing all non-statutory 
services and causing mass 
redundancies. 
Alternatively, the gap 
could be plugged with a 38 
per cent increase in 
council tax bills.”

Drainage issue 
is identified 


LAST week. The 
GEM reported that 
local people had 
been concerned at 
the state of 
Cemetery Lane in 
Barry, which had a 
mini-stream and 
mud flowing down 
during the period of 
heavy rain. 

The GEM asked the 
Vale Council whether it 
was concerned about any 
overflow from the White 
Earm development. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
cabinet member 

responsible for visible 
services,explained.- “The 
majority of the surface 
water drainage from the 
White Earm development 
discharges into the 
Coldbrook watercourse 
to the north of the site as 
part of a drainage 
strategy previously 
agreed by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Counci. 

“This followed a 
consultation with 


Natural Resources Wales 
and independent 

engineering consultants. 

“Council officers have 
inspected Cemetery Lane 
this week and have found 
that the incomplete 
cycleway may be the 
cause of temporary 
drainage issues. 

“Once completed, the 
water from the cycleway 
will drain into the 
surrounding grassed 
areas, where the grass is 
at present yet to establish 
itself. 

“In addition to this, 
the existing highway 
drainage system on 
Merthyr Dyfan Lane is 
soon to be upgraded, as 
part of the Coldbrook 
Catchment Elood Risk 
Management Scheme, on 
which construction 
began earlier this month. 

“Any further flooding 
in this area, particularly 
once the works are 
completed, should be 
reported to the council so 
it can be investigated

Tories and the Welsh 
Government in a 
ding-dong over the 
hospital waiting lists 


A Conservative claim that 
the high numbers of people 
waiting for medical 
treatment in the Vale and 
Cardiff is a “national 
disgrace” has been 
countered by the Welsh 
Government, which 
revealed that the numbers 
of people being treated are 
going up and more funds 
are being pumped into the 
NHS. 

A total of 82,555 are currently 
on the waiting list with Cardiff 
and Vale University Health 
Board. And nationally 438,957 
people are on a waiting list of 
some description. 

The Conservatives point out 
that when Carwyn Jones became 
Labour’s First Minister in 2009, 
the figure stood at a little over 
200,000. 

Andrew RT Davies AM, 
Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, claimed Mr Jones 
was failing to acknowledge the 
problem: 

“Labour’s performance on 
waiting times remains a national 
disgrace and the people who are 
sufferin^^^atients^crossjh^

Vale. Patients and their relatives 
will rightly question when things 
are going to improve and why 
Labour’s First Minister refuses to 
acknowledge the problem. 

“No-one should be waiting 
more than nine months for a 
hospital appointment and these 
delays can result in much poorer 
patient outcomes and harm.” 

He said the Labour Party had 
“starved frontline health services 
of one billion pounds and it’s 
hardworking staff who’ve taken 
the brunt.” 

TARGET TIME 

However, a Welsh Government 
spokesman emphasised that the 
figures quoted did not tell the 
whole story - and part of it was 
that demands on the system were 
increasing. 

“Despite record-breaking cuts 
to the Welsh budget by the UK 
Government, we are investing 
more than ever before in the 
Welsh NHS - we have given the 
NHS an extra £1 .Ibn of cash 
support over the last two years 
alone and next year the health 
and social services budget will 


reach £7bn a year. Over the last 
five years, more and more people 
are being referred by GPs for 
treatment in the NHS. Despite 
this, the vast majority of people 
are seen within target time. This 
is not a ‘national disgrace’, but a 
testament to the hard work and 
dedication of our NHS staff in 
providing the highest quality 
care. 

“There has been an 
improvement in the number of 
people waiting less than 26 weeks 
for the start of their treatment in 
November compared to October. 
There were also fewer people 
waiting more than 36 weeks to 
start treatment during this period. 

“We expect health boards to 
continue improving performance 
and ensure everyone is treated in 
a timely manner, based on 
clinical need.” 

The spokesman added: “We 
have set up a clinician-led 
planned care programme to 
transform the way services are 
planned and delivered for key 
specialties. 

“This will improve patient 
experience by making sure people 
are seen in the right setting, at the 
right time, and by the right health

Coun Burnett went 
on to try and draw 
parallels to this incident 
with lone working and 
even the murder of Suzy 
Lamplugh, which I 
found disgusting. She 
might want to walk the 
streets of Barry alone at 
night, as many women 
do who work unsociable 
hours, which have been 
made even more 


dangerous by the 
council’s penny- 
pinching exercise of 
turning off our street 
lighting. 

Many women have to 
pass streets where drug 
taking and drinking are 
rife and the police 
seemingly turn a blind 
eye to it. Just before 
Christmas, a group of 
girls had to run up the 
street away from youths 
brandishing knives, 
fighting in the lanes 
behind Holton Road. 

A 999 call was 
placed, but nobody 
attended, so a neighbour 
and I waited in the 
street until the girls felt 
safe to leave. 

The latest incident 
was once again nothing 
more than councillors 
trying to play silly 
political games, wasting 
time and resources. At 
a time when more and 
more services are being 
cut, our councillors 
should be working 
harder, not operating a 
“pay more, get less” 
scheme.

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BRYN MERRICK, 
who was born in 
Barry and became 
the bass player 
with legendary 
punk band The 
Damned, died at 
Llandough 
Hospital on 
Saturday, 
September 12, 
following a battle 
against cancer. 

Bass player Bryn (56) 
became a member of 
The Damned in 1983, 
but made his name with 
a local Welsh punk band 
called Victimize. 

Bryn’s close friend, 
Andy Johnson, 
announced the sad news 
of his death on 
Facebook on Saturday, 
and earlier this week 
spoke to The 
Glamorgan GEM of his 
fond memories of Bryn. 

“On behalf of his 
daughter, Ella, and his 
sons, Richard and 
Christian, it is with so 
much sadness that I 
announce that my best 
friend, Bryn Merrick, 
passed away, peacefully, 
this morning, after a 
long battle with cancer 
at Llandough Hospital 
near Cardiff. 

“He was loved and 
adored by everyone who 
met him. He was a true 
rebel and lived life in 
the fast lane. If you 
made friends with him, 
it was for life. He hadn’t 
a bad bone in his body. 

“Everyone who knew 
him, knew of his crazy 
character and there will 
be plenty of stories to 
tell in the coming weeks 
and months. 

“But, when all is said 
and done, he was just a 
‘great bloke’! He adored

argued, fought, got 
drunk, got stoned, made 
music, and done many 
crazy things together 
but always remained 
true friends. 

“On behalf of Ella, 
Richard and Christian, 
and all those close to 
Bryn, I would like to 
say Goodnight, God 
bless to a true 
gentleman.

Andy explained that 
he first met a young 
Bryn in an unusual way. 

“He gate-crashed my 
10th birthday party!

The two lads became 
firm friends. 

“Bryn was a year 
older than me. He lived 
with his parents on 
Barry Road, but joined 
us playing up on the 
Buttrills Estate. 

“Musically, he liked 
Bowie and I liked 
Slade, but we both got 
into Hawkwind, Led 
Zeppelin, Deep Purple 
and Black Sabbath. 

“He bought a ‘violin 
bass’ off my brother 
Tony and I bought a 
jumbo acoustic guitar. 
We used to play in the 
bedroom and out in the 
garden.” 

Their introduction to 
punk came courtesy of a 
friend, Steve Alexander, 
who had been tuning in 
to John Peel and told 
them “Listen to this!” It 
was ‘Hanging Around’ 
by The Stranglers. 

Along with Andy 


James on vocals and 
Mike Rudman on 
drums, Bryn and Andy 
formed Victimize. 

Bryn joined The 
Damned in 1983 and 
was part of the band’s 
most successful album 
‘Phantasmagoria’ 
released in 1985. He 
also played with the 
Phantom Chords. 

Andy recalled: “He 
returned to live in 
Cardiff with his wife 
and daughter in around 
1991. We met up and 
founded Bug - writing 
our own stuff, lots of his 
ideas came to the fore. 
We went on to do local 
and national gigs.” 

Eor a while, quite 
naturally, family life 
took precedence in their 
lives, but fate had 
another surprise in 
store. 

“In 2010, we had a 
chance meeting at Barry 
Island. I said: ‘Hey, you 
need to play again’.” 

And they did! 

They had always 
loved the New York 
punk band The Ramones 
and formed a tribute 
band The Shamones 
along with Andy’s 
brother Dave on drums. 

“We played at 
festivals across the 
country for five years. A 
lot of Damned fans 
would come along to 
see us. People would 
turn up with albums for 
Bryn to sign.” 

Andy is thankful that 
he was able to visit 
Bryn for a final time. “I 
was lucky enough to see 
him. It is devastating.” 

He said his thoughts 
were with Ella, Richard, 
Christian and the rest of 
Bryn’s family.

We simply don’t have the 
significant availability of 
suitable sites for a headquarters 
employing, say, 300 people or 
a call centre, for example. I 
am hopeful that this can 
change.

Council aims to 
save £100,000 
with car ‘pool’ 


THE Vale Council 
says it expects to 
save in excess of 
£100,000 in the next 
12 months, 

following ‘an 

innovative pool car’ 
scheme piloted last 
year. 

A spokesperson 
explained that many 
council staff, such as 
social workers, are 
required to drive from 
place to place as part of 
their everyday work. In 
April 2015, the council 
had introduced a new 
scheme that saw these 
staff using communal 
‘pool cars’ rather than 
travelling in their own 
vehicles and being 
subsequently reimbursed 
for their mileage costs. 

The new cars were 
central to a wider scheme 
to reduce the cost of 
employee transport. 
Since the scheme began 
in April last year the cars 
had covered more than 
169,000 miles and costs 
cut by nearly £65,000. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
cabinet member for 
visible services, said this 
week: “As so many of 
our staff were previously 
required to use their own 
vehicles in the course of 
their work, we 
recognised that a 
corporate pool car 
scheme could deliver 
substantial financial 
savings by cutting 
mileage claims. 


am delighted by the 
success of the trial and to 
be able to highlight yet 
another way in which the 
Vale Council is finding 
new ways of working to 
help address the 
unprecedented financial 
challenges that we face.” 

The trial saw the use 
of 40 cars which were 
hired on a short term 
basis. However, in light 
of its success, the council 
purchased its own 
vehicles via a 
government auction 
scheme. As this reduces 
the cost of the cars, the 
move is expected to save 
an additional £6,000 per 
month and take the 
projected saving for the 
project’s first year to in 
excess of £100,000. 

The new cars will be 
located at the four main 
council sites. To help 
protect council staff, 
monitor use of the 
vehicles, and ensure 
maximum efficiency the 
cars will be fitted with 
the Council’s vehicle 
telemetry system, which 
tracks their movements 
and monitors the way in 
which they are driven.

Jason Strange has named a 
strong 31-man squad for the 
forthcoming Six Nations 
tournament. 

Twelve players gained Wales under-20 
caps last season, while five players have 
featured for their professional regions in 
the Guinness Pro 12 and in Europe this 
season.

DiCaprio pushes himself 
to the limit in brutally 
beautiful revenge thriller 


L eonardo 

DICAPRIO 
may be 

hoping for fifth 
time lucky at next 
month’s Academy 
Awards. 

Having been the 
bridesmaid four times 
previously in acting 
categories, DiCaprio’s 
fifth nomination has 
come for his lead role in 
Alejandro G Inarritu’s 
The Revenant, where he 
plays Hugh Glass, a 
frontiersman on an 
expedition who is 
savagely mauled by a 
bear. 

Tasked by Captain 
Henry (Domnhall 
Gleeson) to look after 
Glass, Fitzgerald (Tom 
Hardy) and Bridger 
(Will Poulter) leave 
Glass for dead in order 
to survive, with the 
former killing Glass’ 
son; but Glass is soon 
on their trail, 
determined to take 
revenge for his child... 

Most filmmakers 
having been critically 
lauded (and indeed 
Oscar-winning) as 
Alejandro G Inarritu 
was for last year’s 
sublime Birdman could 
easily have relaxed, put 
their feet up and basked 
in the glow of their 
achievements. 

That Inarritu has 
returned a year later is 
testament enough to his 
work ethic; that he has 
returned with something 
as brutally beautiful as 
The Revenant is 
testament to his hunger 
and ability as a director, 
the film a gorgeous and 
sumptuous, yet visceral, 
viewing experience that 
envelopes you as you 
watch. 


The film was shot 
over nine months using 
only natural light, an 
attention to detail that 
only enriches the film, 
the sense of location 
and scale constantly 
with you. It strikes an 
incredibly balanced line 
between capturing the 
beauty of nature but 
also the harshness of the 
environment these men 
are in. 

Opening with a 
gorgeous slow tracking 
shot through a forest, 
Inarritu soon flips into 
the brutality of battle as 
native Americans 
besiege the men’s camp, 
a violent, yet incredible 
shot set-piece that 
features a single shot 
that veers from victim 
to victim, and ends with 
a pan that sees an arrow 
fly past the screen. 

It’s a bravura 
sequence, technically 
outstanding yet also 
immersive, and sets the 
tone for the rest of the 
film, Inarritu creating 
something tangible, 
gorgeous yet dangerous, 
with small notes like 
blood splatter hitting the 
lens, breath fogging up 
the lens, and even the 
camera being brushed 
away by the actors, all 
lending to the mesmeric 
nature of the film. 

If the story 
(incredibly based in 
reality) has all the 
hallmarks of a revenge 
thriller, then its granted 
something deeper and 
more meaningful by the 
cast, in particular 
Leonardo DiCaprio, 
who pushes himself to 
the limits as Glass. 

If being savaged by a 
bear (and savaged is 
putting it mildly as the 
film unflinchingly

shows). Glass truly goes 
through it, and that’s 
before being left for 
dead and embarking on 
a journey of revenge. 

It’s a role that an actor 
like DiCaprio sinks his 
teeth into and gives it 
everything he has, and 
you cannot fault the 
effort, determination 
and grit in a 
performance that asks 
much of him physically 
and mentally - and he 
delivers it incredibly 
well. 

Tom Hardy’s 
Fitzgerald is brought to 
life well by the actor, 
but the performance and 
the character feel a little 
one-note, with little 
depth afforded to a 
straightforward villain. 
Will Poulter brings a 
satisfying degree of 
light and shade to the 
morally conflicted 
Bridger, while 
Domhnall Gleeson is 
quietly solid as the 


captain of the 
expedition. 

At 156 minutes it’s 
certainly not an easy 
watch; aside from the 
bursts of corporeal 
violence, the film has a 
languid pace that brings 
to mind the work of 
Terrence Malik, and 
certainly feels its legs in 
a final stretch that shifts 
gears from something 
ethereal to the more 
mundane. 

Yet, The Revenant is 
an incredible 
achievement from both 
director and cast - it’s a 
revenge film but with a 
difference, that 
difference being the 
sumptuous direction of 
Inarritu and DiCaprio’s 
committed turn. 

VERDICT: 
Poetically beautiful, 
unflinchingly brutal. 

The Revenant is a 
superb film, brought 
vividly to life by 
Alejandro G Inarritu’s 
visual storytelling and 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s 
gutsy and powerful 
performance. Slowly¬ 
paced, but achingly 
told. The Revenant is 
sublime piece of 
filmmaking. Essential 
viewing.

BOOK ON THE TRAIL OF 
THE WELSH AMERICANS 


AMERICAN 
author Lorin 
Mor gan-Richar ds ’ 
new book Welsh In 
The Old West 
captures the 
enduring hardships 
and legendary 
accomplishments of 
over 30 known and 
lesser-known 
emigrants from 
Wales and their 
Welsh descendants, 
whose lives helped 
shape the 
American West. 

A unique collection 
of biographical stories 
starts in Wales with 
Welsh cattle drovers, 
who were precursors of 
American cowboys. 

Welsh In The Old 
West is fully illustrated 
by artists from Wales 
and the US, depicting 
pioneers, outlaws, 
inventors, military 
leaders, miners and 
more. A special 
foreword by Jude 
Johnson, author of 
Cactus Cymry and an 
authority on Welsh in 
the southwest United 
States, puts it all in 
context. 

Tn curating the 
artwork I believed it 
was important to 
establish a 

contemporary bridge to 
paint the past’ - Lorin 
Morgan-Richards. 

Kerry Evans’ 


painting of John Perrett 
on the cover captures 
his subject’s 
determination. Perrett, 
of Welsh descent, spent 
his entire life as a miner 
in Deadwood, South 
Dakota, and was said to 
have found the world’s 
largest gold nugget. 

The legendary Jesse 
James, whose family 
originated from 
Pembrokeshire, west 
Wales, had the charisma 
to become the Robin 
Hood of the West, but 
his lawless career cost 
him his life. 

Annie Ellis of 
Denbighshire, north 
Wales, was abandoned 
on the streets of Kansas 
City at the age of 13. 
Having contended with 
outlaws in Dodge City, 
she built her own 
boarding house that saw 
the likes of Wyatt Earp, 
Wild Bill Hickock and 
others, and gained 
significant wealth in 
later life. 

Welsh emigrants and 
descendants made 
important contributions 
during American 
expansion, including 
Oliver Evans’ steam 
engine and early design 
of the automobile; John 
Plumbe Jr of Castle 
Caereionion, Powys, 
was the first nationally- 
known professional 
photographer and 
single-handedly 
launched the idea of 


brand recognition. 

Wells Eargo 
established the first 
messenger service west 
of Buffalo (Eargo was 
of Welsh descent) and 
David Robert Evans of 
Aberystwyth, helped 
found the Rodeo 
Association of America. 

“While the Welsh 
American story is still 
being written, I hope 
my readers find this 
unique collection 
valuable in 

understanding what our 
ancestors have 
overcome and built for 
the greater society. It 
wasn’t always a pretty 
picture and we struggle 
today even in our own 
communities to partner 
and foster interest in 
who we are as a people, 
not as Americans, but 
as Welsh Americans, 
and where we have 
come from and how our 
past helps define who 
we are today.

A BLAST FROM 
THE PAST - 1978 


T he GEM’S 

Brian Lee 
takes another 
look through his 
press cutting 

books - this time 
for 1978, when 
Coychurch’s Paul 
Hamer was making 
the headlines: 

Under the heading 
‘Dashing Hamer Grabs 
Dead-Heat’, I wrote: 
‘Paul Hamer rode a 
powerful finish on 
Prince Haven 11 to 
force a dead-heat with 
Knight’s Queen in the 
restricted open at the 
Pembrokeshire Hunt 
Steeplechases on 
Saturday. John 
Llewellyn, rider of 
Knight’s Queen, also 
scored on Fly Dai and 
Dolwen Wood. 

The BMW open race 
at the meeting was won 
by Sunny Kumar, which 
beat Romany Park and 
Trefelyn Heather and 
Vernon Beynon riding 
Mr Ming won the 
maiden race. 

'Mandryka again!’ 
was my heading for my 
report on the Brecon 
Hunt Steeplechases at 
Llanfrynach: ‘Despite 
being headed on the 
run-in, 14-year-old 
Mandryka fought back 
to beat his old rival 
Sampson Brass on 
Saturday. Mandryka 
was winning his 43rd 
race.’ 

Llancarfan’s Mary 
Williams finished third 
on Underhill which 
went off the 6-4 
favourite and those who 
backed Mandryka were 
rewarded with odds of 
4-1. 

At the Curre Hunt 
Steeplechases that year, 
Rhondda’s Shan 
Morgan chalked-up her 
40th winner when 
bringing the mighty 
Mandryka to beat Cold 
George by 20 lengths in 
the ladies’ open race. 

Of the 15 starters, only 
seven finished the 
course and several 
riders received injuries. 
Miss V Hill, who took a 
first fence tumble from 
Ballinda, was taken to 
hospital with a 
suspected broken pelvis. 

It was at this meeting 
that Brian Price landed 
a double with Abbot’s 
Delight in the restricted 
and Craig Miss in the 
adjacent. John Beavis 
was also in fine form 
winning on 

Tempestuous (members) 
and Mischievous King 
(maiden). 

Cowbridge’s John 
Llewellyn bagged a 
double on Bert Lavis’s 
pair Gin Penant and 
Darwin at the Vale of 
Clettwr Hunt 
Steeplechases. 

Darwin, backed from 
3-1 to 1-2 favourite, 
scored by six lengths 
from Queen’s County, 
ridden by Bridgend’s 
David Oakes, in the 
maiden race (division 2) 
and Gin Penant beat 
Lazy Lady (Robert 
Oakes). 

The ladies’ open race 
went to Port-n-Lemon 
and Ann Ostman, who 


just got home by a head 
from Mandryka. 

At the Crawley and 
Horsham meeting. 
Linden Lad, owned by 
Cowbridge’s Diane 
Sloman, won the ladies’ 
open race and I reported 
the sad news that at the 
Beaufort Hunt meeting, 
farmer’s son John 
Pickford had been killed 
when his mount 
Lacking Ray fell at the 
fifth fence and rolled on 
top of him. Aged just 
28, he had recently 
returned from Australia. 
Lacking Ray was his 
own horse and was a 
recognised and hesitant 
jumper. 

The race was won by 
Accord, which used to 
be owned by 
Cowbridge’s Mrs Sue 
Williams and a gamble 
on Welsh point-to- 
pointer Border 
Merchant went astray 
when the six-year-old 
finished third in a 
division of the restricted 
race. 

There were 24 
runners for the men’s 
open and Rose Harry’s 
Fitz, partnered by John 
Llewellyn, finished 
third behind Sparkford 
and Midway Welcome. 

At the Ban wen 
Miners, Cefn Soloman 
scored a shock 20-1 win 
in the men’s open. Tiny 
Cefn Soloman took over 
the lead at the second 
last fence to win by 
three lengths from the 
pacemaking favourite 
Heronslea. Cefn 
Soloman’s owner, 
Dillwyn Thomas, a 
steward at the meeting, 
said: “Paul Hamer rode 
an excellent race.” 

Mandryka was a 20 
lengths winner of the 
ladies’ open race and 
Barry Thomas won the 
maiden on April Lady. 

When I interviewed 
Peter Scudamore after 
he had won the adjacent 
race on Melivan at the 
Monmouthshire point- 
to-point at Llanvapley, 
little did I think that I 
was interviewing 
someone who would 
become one of the most 
successful National 
Hunt jockeys of all 
time. 

I certainly had a 
scoop that day as he 
told me that he was 
going to turn 
professional. I 
remember the occasion 
well, as he was with his 
father Michael, who had 
won the 1959 Grand 
National on Oxo, and 
his grandfather 
Geoffrey, who had also 


ridden in point-to- 
points. 

As it happened, 
Melivan beat Revertis, 
who was ridden by 
Cowbridge’s Mary 
Williams. 

The men’s open race 
that day went to 
Sparkford, a very useful 
performer, who was 
ridden by John Bryan 
and the ladies’ open 
race to Linden Lad 
ridden by Rosemary 
White with Mary taking 
second place again on 
Underhill. 

'Plunger disqualfied’ 
was the heading of one 
of my end of the season 
reports and I wrote: 
‘Barton Williams’ tail¬ 
spinning Plunger, who 
finished first in the 
maiden race at the 
Llangeinor Hunt point- 
to-point on May 13, has 
been disqualified. 
Plunger had not 
qualified with one of 
the required adjacents 
hunts. 

‘The race has now 
been awarded to June 
Jones’ Lord Belvedere. 
It also appears that 
Welsh officials have 
blundered in allowing 
Plunger to run in any 
maiden races at all. 
According to Horse and 
Hound Hunter Chasers 
and Point-To-Pointers 
annual, the horse had 
won as a three-year-old 
over 12 furlongs. 

‘A ‘maiden’ is a 
horse which, at the time 
of starting, has never 
won a steeplechase, 
hurdle race or any other 
race under the rules of 
any recognised turf 
authority - point-to-

Overseas recruits join 
hospital nursing teams

THE first group of 
overseas nurses 
recruited by ABMU 
Health Board this 
year, have been 
busy getting to 
know their new 
colleagues and 
patients at the 
Princess of Wales

Bridgend. 

The five new starters 
from Italy and Romania 
have now begun 
carrying out duties on 
the wards and say they 
are “excited” to be 
joining the hospital’s 
nursing team. 

Federica Palumbo, 
who is working on 
wards seven and eight 
with surgical patients, 
was delighted with her 
new workplace. 

“I like it very much. I 
am very glad to be here 
and to start working at 
the hospital,” she said. 

A further 11 recruits, 
who come from Poland 
and Portugal, are set to 
begin at Singleton and 
Morriston hospitals over 
the next couple of 
months. 

ABMU’s Director of 
Nursing and Patient 
Experience Rory 
Farrelly said: “We are 
delighted to welcome 
our latest recruits.

“It is only my first 
day, but everybody has 
been very kind to me 
and I am getting to know 
people,” said 
Piergiacomo Bruzzo, 
who is working on ward 
four. 

The group, along with 
the first wave of 
overseas nurses who 
joined AMBU in the 
autumn, were all 
recruited as part of the 
health board’s ongoing 
campaign to boost 
nursing ranks across its 
hospitals. 

The drive has seen 
senior staff heading to 
several European 
countries to source 
suitable talent as well as 
using Skype to hold 
interview sessions with 
nurses from the 
Philippines. 

Pledging that the 
recruitment campaign 
will continue. Professor 
Farrelly said: “We know 
that our reputation 
abroad is helping us to 
attract high calibre staff 
and we look forward to 
finding more nurses who 
meet our standards. 

“But even though we

THREE Bridgend 
county borough 
schools have been 
removed from the 
list of those 
requiring 
monitoring by 
Estyn, BCBC said 
this week. 

Inspectors had judged 
that good progress has 
been made to address a 
series of key 
recommendations at 
Archbishop McGrath 
Catholic School in 
Brackla, St Mary’s and 
St Patrick’s Primary 
School in Maesteg, and 
Nantymoel Primary 
School. 

When Archbishop 
McGrath Catholic 
School was inspected in 
February 2013, its 
current performance and 
prospects for 
improvement were both 
rated as ‘adequate’. 

A post-inspection 
action plan was drawn 
up to address the seven 
recommendations made 
by inspectors to improve 
areas such as 
performance at key 
stages 3 and 4, pupils’ 
attendance, the quality 
of teaching, and the 
consistency of provision 
for developing pupils’ 
skills in literacy, 
numeracy and ICT skills 
across the curriculum. 

Following a return 
visit to review 
developments at the 
school in October, the 
Estyn inspection team 
reported that progress is 
being made in 
addressing all of the 
recommendations and 
has announced that the 
school will therefore be 
removed from the Estyn 
monitoring category, a 
spokesperson said. 

At St Mary’s and 
Patrick’s Primary 
School, inspectors had 
reported ‘adequate’ 
current performance and 


‘good’ prospects for 
improvement when they 
visited in July 2014. But 
strong progress had 
since been made to 
improve outcomes in 
key stage 2, while ‘very 
good progress’ has been 
made in the four other 
improvement areas, 
including school 
attendance and 
increasing pupils’ 
confidence in speaking 
Welsh. 

When Nantymoel 
Primary School was 
inspected in June 2014, 
Estyn found that the 
current performance was 
‘good’ and prospects for 
improvement were 
‘adequate’. After being 
monitored for the next 
12-months, Estyn 
conducted a follow-up 
inspection to see how 
much progress had been 
made to address the 
recommendations made 
in their post-inspection 
action plan. 

Satisfactory progress 
has been made in 
relation to four of the six 
recommendations, 
including improving 
school attendance and 
developing opportunities 
for outdoor learning, 
while strong progress 
has been made in the 
remaining two 
recommendations - 
making effective use of 
assessment information, 
and stabilising the senior 
leadership team. 

Coun Huw David, 
BCBC’s Deputy Leader, 
said: “It is excellent 
news that Estyn has 
recognised the 
significant progress that 
has been made in each 
of these schools. All 
three schools have 
worked very hard to 
address the 
recommendations that 
were made and there 
will be no further Estyn 
monitoring visits in 
relation to these 
inspections.” 


Newton Post office 
closes after 40 years 


NEWTON sub post 
office recently closed 
its doors - after nearly 
40 years service to the 
village community in 
Porthcawl. 

It was built in 1940, 
originally as a butcher’s 
shop and where, apparently, 
the meat hooks and tiles 
can still be detected behind 
the wallpaper. 

When this business 
closed, it became a grocer’s 
shop, before changing to an 
antique centre and 
subsequently converting to 
the local sub post office. 

The black and white 
photograph captures the 
post office as it was in June 
1977, very little difference 
from today’s images, except 
for the automatic cash 
machine occupying half of 
what was once the front 
window. 

However, the village is 
not to be left without a post 
office, as this facility has 
been transferred to 
‘Bargain Booze’just around 
the corner. 
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The recently closed Post Office at Newton.
